Blackwell, Okla.—MP)— The story 


of a frightened young school teacher 
in a college town, fearful for -weeks 
before she was slain with her older 
sister on an Oklahoma highway, ear- 
ly Sunday, entered the Griffith mur- 
der case today. 


Acquaintances at Norman, Okla., 


told the story of Jessie Griffith's 
dread \o Oklahoma City police today 
while officers here followed scattered 
leads in an effort to apprehend the 
killer of Jessie, 24, and her older 
sister, Zexia, 35, college instructor. 


Bodies of both teachers, 
bullet- 


pierced, were found near Tonkawa, 
Okla., a few hours after they had 
driven away from the home of their 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Griffith, 
where they spent Christmas. The 
bodies apparently had been tossed 
'rom their car which was abandoned 
20 miles away.

Guzik, Capone Henchman, 


Given Five Year Sentence 


Also Fined $17,500 in Fed- 


eral Court for Evasion of 
Income Tax 


Chicago—CXP)—Jack 
Guzik, busi- 


ness manager for the Capone liquor 
an* vice syndicate, was sentenced 
to five years in Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary and find ?17,500 by Federal 
Judge Charles E. Woodward today 
for evading income tax payments. 
The judge overruled a motion for a 
new trial. 


Guzik was found guilty on the in- 


come tax charges Nov. 19, by a jury 
in Judge Woodward's court which 
debated the verdict for nearly seven 
hours. The jury held him guilty of 
willful attempts to evade and de- 
feat income tax ' payments for the 
years 1927, 1928 and 1929. The total 
amount of the evasions was fixed in 
the governments' charges at S229,- 
000, based on the alleged income of 
more than $1,000,000 
during that 


three year period. 


The evidence presented at the trial 


related only to Guzik's gambling ac- 
tivities and did not touch on the li- 
quor traffic. Fred- Ries, who served 
as cashier for a half dozen of the 
Capone-Guzik gambling houses in 
Cicero, was the government's prin- 
cipal witness. 
He testified 
the 


gambling houses made an average 
net profit of $25,000 to 830,000 each 
month. 
* 


Guzik was recently acquitted in 


municipal court of charges of va- 
grancy. The maximum penalty on 
the income tax conviction was five 
years and a 510,000 fine for each 
of the three years. 


Ralph Capone, another executive 


in the syndicate, -vas convicted of 
similar charges several months ago, 
sentenced to three years in prison 
and fined 510,000. He is at liberty 
on bond pending an appeal. 


Frank JSTitti, known as "the en- 


forcer" in the Capone gang, pleaded 
guilty to evading income tax pay- 
ments and 
was sentenced

aged Rudder After Signal-

Racine —W)—Striking a submerg- 


ed rock in Lake Michigan off Wind

Electric Battery Made Up 


Of Living Bacteria, Claim 


Cambridge, Mass —(/?)— An elec-] 


trio battery made of living bacteria 
a* "Johns Hopkins university 
-was 


described to the Society of American 
Bacteriologists today. 


The battery was made by Dr. Bar- 


nett Cohen, of the medical school 
to illustrate the existence and effects 
of self-produced electrical currents in 
the growth of bacteria, 
Each "cell" of the battery is made 


of a little more than two teaspoon- 
fuls (two cubic centimeters) of bac- 
teria culture material coupled with 
a sterile control. Through 300 ohms 
of resistance this cell 
discharged 


about one one-hundred-thousandth of 
an ampere a minute. 


With such cells Dr. Cohen made a 


battery furnishing- a current of about 
two thousandths of an ampere at 35 
volts. 


To obtain electrical results of such 


magnitude the bacteria were first 
treated with certain chemicals. Their 
normal electrical output Is less, but 
Jt exists and is connected with the 
energy production In growth. 


The bacterial culture during the 


process of energy conversion," said 
£>r. Cohen, "is in a sense a primary 
electrical half-cell, 
and as 
such 


tehould conceivably be able to perform 
•work. It's greatest deficiency lies,

EX-PRESIDENT'S OPINION 


Former President Coolidge writes 


lor The New York Herald-Tribune 
and other newspapers a daily article 
having to do for the most part with 
the operation of the federal govern- 
ment and the various political policies 
that the times* suggest. The Ex-Presi- 
dent has been a'constant supporter of 
Mr. Hoover's administration, as might 
be expected not only because of per- 
sonal considerations but because the 
two men were believed to think in 
matters of national policy a great deal 
alike. 


But Mr. Coolidge has come to the 


place where he parts company with 
the Hoover administration. It is that 
question of pegging prices, so com- 
pletely alien to American governmen- 
tal philosophy and so certain to be dis- 
astrous. 


Says Mr. Coolidge: "In the general 


field of business, whether of industry 
or. of agriculture, government inter- 
ference in an attempt to maintain 
prices out of the treasury is almost 
certain to make matters worse instead 
of better. It disorganizes the whole 
economic fabric. It is a wrong method 
because it does not work. It is better 
for everyone in the land to let those 
who have made losses bear them than 
to try to shift them to someone else. 
If we could have the courage to adopt 
this principle our recovery would be 
expedited. Price fixing, subsidies and 
government support will only pro- 
duce unhealthy business." 
_At the same time that Mr. Coolidge 
was writing the 
above statement 


Chairman Legge of the Farm Board 
was suggesting an embargo against 
Canadian wheat as another desperate 
measure to save the face of the Hoo- 
ver administration in_ this particular 
policy. We say a desperate measure 
because we already have a practical 
embargo on Canadian wheat in the 
form of a 42 cents per bushel tariff 
against it. And as wheat in Winnipeg 
is selling at 25 to 28 cents cheaper 
than in Chicago we may gather an 
idea of the power of our tariff because 
without it wheat in the two cities 
would sell at the same price, the low- 
er one. 


We first started out with $250,000,- 


000 devoted to saving the farmers. 
They sank lower. We then built up a 
tariff law of 42 cents a bushel to save 
them. They sank lower still. We then 
added another $150,000,000 more in 
the form of a lifeline. That will go the 
same way.

GERMANY COMES BACK 


One of the most remarkable things 


to note in connection with post-war 
Germany is its advancement to sec- 
ond place among world exporters, re- 
placing Great Britain, and surpassed 
only by the United States. 


This status has been achieved in 


spite of the chaotic condition of her 
internal politics; in spite of the occu- 
pancy of highly industrialized sections 
of the country by foreign armies; in 
spite of-terrific and almost hopeless 
burdens of taxation imposed because 
of reparation payments; and in spite 
of at least 3,500,000 unemployed. 


The World war brought to an end 


the German Empire composed of sev- 
eral states and principalities under the 
domination of Prussia as established 
by Bismarck in 1871. As a result, the 
lid was off, and all of the old religious, 
fiscal and political differences of opin- 
ion and prejudice among the states 
began to have full play. So that today 
there are at least - thirteen distinct po- 
litical parties seeking expression, and 
causing Germany to be almost con- 
stantly in political turmoil. 


But this lack of political coordina- 


tion is offset by industrial cohesion. 
Industrially Germany is swinging to 
the community of interest idea. Any 
bitterness of competition is 
giving 


way to close cooperation. 
There is 


not much waste motion in her indus- 
trial machine. 
Over 2000 industrial 


agreements attest to this fact. 
One 


example is the working partnership 
between the two leading German ship- 
ping companies, the North German 
Lloyd and the Hamburg-American. 
The agreement runs for fifty years 
and profits are pooled. The arrange- 
ment will eliminate costly rivalry and 
overhead expense. Economically Ger- 
many is working more and more in 
harmony with France. Their differ- 
ences are mainly political. 


The Germans are determined to en- 


trench themselves in the export field, 
even though they find it necessary to 
cut prices. They have always believed 
in getting goods planted, regardless of 
initial sacrifice. 


So it is remarkable that the year 


1930, even in times of such marked 
economic depression, will show a sur- 
plus of exports over imports of about 
1,150 million marks. This surplus, to- 
gether with payments in kind made 
under the Versailles treaty, and after 
making reparation payments as pro- 
vided under the Young plan, will leave 
a favorable trade balance of 300 mil- 
lion marks. 


The characteristics of the German 


people, their efficiency, their scientific 
methods, their willingness to labor, 
their original thinking will carry them 
forward. Germany is a land of tremen- 
dous basic strength and of amazing 
recoveries.

THE GADSDEN TREATY 


On Dec. 30, 1853, the Gadsden Purchase treaty 


between the United States and Mexico was 
signed. 


It involved the purchase of a tract of land 


lying partly 
within the present New Mexico 


and partly within the present Arizona, and em- 
braced an area of more than 45,000 square miles. 
For this the United States gave the sum of 
$10,000,000. 
The land was regarded as of little use for ag- 


ricultural purposes and was purchased largely 
with a view of settling boundary disputes in 
that quarter between the two governments, and 
to securing a desirable route for the- projected 
Southern Pacific railroad. 


The treaty of the sale was negotiated with 


Santa Anna by James Gadsden, then minister to 
Mexico. The sale met with much opposition in 
Mexico and caused the banishment of Santa An- 
na in 1855.

For instance, I have 
no cure for constipation. I offer no 
treatment or remedy for it. I don't 
know- what you mean by torpid or 
lazy liver and neither do you. I per- 
scribe no diet for "colitis" and I sug- 
gest no way of dealing with a case 
of autointoxication. Oh, I'm almost 
insufferably 
particular about the 


way you ask for my advice about 
this common trouble. You see I'm a 
psychologist—maybe- 
you 
haven't 


noticed that, but I am. My psychol- 
ogy, I am proud to say, is very 
homely and not at all imposing. I 
have never even tried to hypnotize 
anybody and my eye—well, my eye! 
But just the same I have plenty of 
evidence that my psychology is a lit- 
tle bit of all right. And so I run 
along this way, content to count an 
occasional success and always try- 
ing to sensitize the. causal reader's 
mind to good health suggestion. 


Constipation is, in rare cases, an 


actual organic disease, and as such 
requires the best care of physician 
and surgeon. But in the great maj- 
ority of cases it is purely a bad 
habit. My purpose is merely to help 
victims of the habit to correct the 
bad habit. 


Dr. Edwin Boros aptly terms con-

THE CLIMBER 


As soon as a little child finds hh, 


feet -will support him he begins to 
climb upcin the world. His growth 
demands that his muscles be used, 
stretched, adjusted to their uses, co- 
ord:nated with the nerves that con- 
trol them. In order to develop noi- 
mally a little child must climb. 


This climbing and clambering all 


over the house reduces the child's 
mother to the verge of tears. She is 
afraid that the child will fall and be 
hurt and her fears are not unfound- 
ed. Children do fall and they do get 
hurt. But the hurt is not serious 
as a general thing. Nature has pro- 
vided for this climbing period and 
the child tumbles about with won- 
derful ease. There will be a few 
bumps that have to be kissed well, 
but that is all in the game. 


The older the child gets the high- 


er he wants to climb, of course. The 
boy and girl of seven 
and 
eight 


climb trees and roofs and high fen- 
ces. They walk along the spans of 
the bridges and skip along the stone 
walls like chipmunks. If they have 
been ollowed to grow their muscles 
in normal fashion, allowed to train 
their bodies to carry them-wherever 
they wish to go in the beginning 
years, they are as safe as they can 
be in this dangerous world. But if 
they have been frightened and held 
down and trained not to climb from 
the beginning they have lost the op- 
portunity for climbing and the sure- 
ness of control that goes with it. 


Another reason for this desire to 


climb is to get a better view. "When 
the baby stands on the floor his line 
of vision is far below that of your 
own. 
He can look up, to be sure, 


but that is not the same as being up 
and looking about. The view is dif- 
ferent and things 
look 
different. 


That is why the child insists upon 
climbing up on a chair or a table. 
Ha "wants to see the world a little 
better, a little clear. A very good 
reason, is It not? 


Carry the baby about the house 


and let him look at things, every 
once in a while. That helps him f md 
himself in relation to the 
things 


about him. It makes him. more in- 
telligent about things and people. 
Arrange a low step, boxes covered 
with old carpet are just the thing, 
so he can begin his explorations in 
comparative safety. As he grows in 
power provide better climbing facili- 
ties- a pair of steps, a ladder and 
if fairy fortune favors him, a jungle 
gym. 


The jungle gym ought to be out- 


doors. Other children share it and 
there is a circus time and much joy 
and much healthy growth. 
The 


climbers are safe and they acquire 
confidence and self-control to a great 
degree. The mothers soon learn that 
nothing serious is going to happen 
and leave the children to their play. 
A course of training like this will 
make shed climbing, tree climbing, 
ladder work easy and safe.

tial deflation unless it is to lose pro 
per proportion in the college athlet 
ic scheme of things. 


The ills now tinder diagnosis are 


not new. They were stressed a 
length a year ago in the Carnegie 
foundation report. They have been 
pronounced serious enough by the 
examining- physicians, in annual ses 
sion in New York, to warrant some 
.prompt corrective measures. 


Abolish Spring Practice 


Chief among these, as developed 


by the consultation of football coach 
ing- experts and officials within 
past two days, are: 


1—-Abolition of spring practice anc 


limitation of fall practice for col 
lege football squads. 


2—Active and immediate steps to 


curb the growing pains of subsidiz 
ing and recruiting. 


3—Less emphasis on gate receipts 


less prominence to the coaches' con 
trol of the play and less commercial 
Influence in the make-up schedules. 


Salient among the steps alreadj 


taken to bring the game back to nor 
rnal Is a definite move among lead- 
ing eastern colleges and universities 
to abolish altogether their programs 
of spring training. This 
proposal 


made by Major Philip B. Fleming 
retiring graduate manager of ath 
letics at West Point, has- been ap 
proved wholeheartedly by a group 
of nearly a score of eastern institu 
tions, already linked together in the 
"association for the selection of east- 
ern football officials." 


Have Far Reaching Effect 


The approval voted, while not en- 


tirely binding on all the colleges in- 
volved, was regarded today as one of 
the most important steps yet taken 
toward the elimination of over-em- 
•phasis. It is .expected to have far- 
reaching effect, not only among those 
involved, but elsewhere in the coun 
try. 


Army will not indulge in spring- 


practice in 1931, for the first time in 
years, and the probability is that the 
cadet policy will be followed in most, 
if not all of the following- associated 
colleges: 
Navy, 
Harvard, Yale, 


Princeton, Brown, Dartmouth, Pitts- 
burgh, Penn State, Pennsylvania, 
Columbia, New York university, La- 
fayette, "West Virginia, Johns Hop- 
kins, Swartmore and Syracuse. 


The American Football Coaches' 


association, after a somewhat stormy 
session^ adopted resolutions present- 
ed by "W. W. Roper, retired Prince- 
ton coach, and putting- the body on 
record as opposed to "compulsory 
spring- practice," or the start of "or- 
ganized fall practice" prior to Sept. 
15. 


Similar recommendations, earlier 


in yesterday's session as proposed by 
Hugo Bezdek of Penn State, were ta- 
bled because they were linked with 
more sweeping reforms connected 
with the college athletics structure 
as a whole. The coaches balked at 
such proposals as the classification 
of their jobs with those of university 
professors and establishment of ath- 
letic plants Tinder a general depart- 
mental heading of "physical educa- 
tion." 


Losing Sense of Value 


In proposing his resolutions, Roper 


•urged the coaches- not to run the 
risk of "losing their sense of values." 


"A year ago the stock market 


crashed, we had a panic and the peo- 
ple lost their sense 
of 
business 


values," he said, "The kaiser lost his 
sense of values and he's now in exile. 


"I have heard .big- men in various 


walks of'life discussing- football, dis- 
cussing the coaches and wondering- 
whether those in whose hands the fu- 
ture of the game rests are not losing- 
their sense of values. We do not 
want this to happen. We must re- 
affirm our belief in the game, face 
its problems ourselves and see that 
its Influence is for the best that is in 
our American youth."

The estimated figure of such pay- 


ments is above 51,100,000,000. With 
the amount distributed on Dec. 15, 
the total now available for reinvest- 
ment is in excess of 51,500,000,000, 
a sum greater by 50 per cent than 
the total national debt of the Uni- 
ted "States pi ior to the -war. 


The relation of income on secur- 


ities to wages" and salaries, and to 
the profits from business and part- 
nerships, is an interesting one. To- 
day's income tax returns for 1928 
show that in that year the amount 
entered in income tax returns cov- 
ering interest was 
12,143,857,860.
